65. prom- 
inent realtor. Jumped from a 
tenth floor corridor window of 
the Heyburn building, at Fourth

The spectacular suicide horri- 
fied scores of office workers who 
saw the body hurtle through the 
air and land on the roof of a 
two-story addition Inside an in- 
ner court. 

Coroner John M. Keaney after 
investigating the tragedy, and 
finding Bush's coat carefully 
folded laid on the floor beside 
the window, returned a verdict 
of suicide. 

Bush assisted in the construc- 
tion of a transportation line over 
the famed Chllkoot Pass In 
Alaska In 1897 and was the 
builder of the first modern of- 
fice building on Fourth street 
here. He devoted himself also 
to acquiring and building rail- 
way and power-light properties 
in Oeorgia, Tennessee, the Gulf 
Coast and elsewhere, which he 
later disposed of at profit. At 
one time he was publisher of the 
Southern Magazine.

Arrest of llauplmann Named 
First by Joseph V. 
Connolly 

The arrest of Bruno Hauptmann 
and the first break In the mystery 
of the Lindbergh kidnaping was 
declared the greatest newspaper 
story of 1934. according to 
V. Connolly, president of 
tlonal News Service, in an address 
at Washington and Lee university 
recently. 

Ranking stories also selected by 
Mr. Connolly follow: second. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and the deflation 
of the dollar: third, the assassina- 
tion of King Alexander and Bar- 
thou; fourth.

San Francisco strike. 



LAW STUDENTS 
HEAR DR. EBLEN 



Third Law Convocation Is 
Addressed by Newly Ap- 
pointed Faculty Member; 
Supreme Court Is Theme 

Dr. Amos Hall Eblen, newly ap- 
pointed member of the faculty of 
the law college, spoke before the 
student body of the law school yes- 
terday morning at their third con- 
vocation of the year. His subject 
was "Popular Control Over Supreme 
Court Decisions." He was intro- 
duced by John Stevenson, chair- 
man of the student executive com- 
mittee. 

Doctor Eblen pointed out in his 
speech several specific cases where 
the decisions of the Supreme Court 
had been overruled by legitimate 
legal means, the most prominent of 
which was the case of Chlsholm 
versus Oeorgia. He explained all 
phases of this case for the benefit 
of his audience and asserted that 
the 11th amendment to the Con- 
stitution was formulated to offset 
the possibility of any re-occurrence 
such as Oils in legal procedure 
where the decision of the Supreme 
Court Is involved. 

Doctor Eblen qualified his speech 
with an instructive criticism and 
analysis of each of the aforemen- 
tioned methods of reversing de- 
cisions of the Supreme Court and 
cited the case of one of the early 
members of this body. Justice 
Chase, against whom impeachment 
proceedings were directed for an 
expression of opinion upon certain 
federal and state Judicial statutes. 
He pointed out the difficulty of In- 
creasing the membership of the 
Supreme Court body by explaining 
that the power to do so lay In the 
hands of Congress alone. This 
would be difficult, he said, with- 
out an appreciable balance of pow- 
er of one party in the legislative 
bodies.

Perhaps wr are plunging our- 
selves into a seething caldron when 
we attempt to boll out a pertinent 
answer to this Impertinent ques- 
tion: Are college professors "nutA"? 
But, because this charge has been 
made, we teel Justified In present- 
ing student opinion on the matter 
It Is also hoped that by this means 
we may reawaken the Interest, 
which appears to be dozing, of the 
faculty in our editorial columns. 

First, we must determine whether 
we, whose association with our 
teachers is only in the classroom at 
infrequent periods, are qualified to 
sit in Judgment on the case before 
us. A Judge should be impartial, 
unprejudiced, honest; he should 
know and understand all facts per- 
taining to both sides Certainly we 
are not fitted to criticize any man's 
private life, and therefore we con- 
fine our observations to evidence 
in the classrooms alone, which may 
or may not absolve our professors 
of the charge. 

Professors are listed according to 
their eccentricities, as: the slave 
driver, who tries to force learning 
upon us; the altruist, whose hon 
eyed attitude of idealism Is a trifle 
too sweet; the wit. who thrusts his 
little spear at the slightest provo- 
cation; the reminiscer, that gentle- 
man who glories in recounting his 
boyhood pranks; the mildewed Ro- 
meo, whose feeble fatherly flatten- 
falls on foolish flappers. 

Then there is the prof who is 
burdened by wisdom; the crooner, 
whose sing-song monotones pro- 
duce slumberous results; the tem- 
peramental satellite, that Individual 
who flashes brilliantly but not con- 
sistently; the cynic, for whom ev- 
erything and everybody is meat for 
his chopper: the model, from whom 
we learn Just how the wrong things 
should be done correctly; the ego- 
tist, who by example teaches us not 
to brag about ourselves; and. of 
course, there is that lovable old 
fellow, the absent-minded professor. 

Certain of our instructors have 
been accused of dwelling to excess 
upon their own particular subject, 
without variance; others are like- 
wise censured for presenting scraps 
of information concerning every 
possible topic A few of them have 
been called "sissies." while several 
are rated as tyrants; many attempt 
to be domineering and a small 
number succeed. There are on this 
campus dapper dandles but for the 
most part our teachers remain en- 
tirely inconspiclous in their dress. 

Taken all In all, our professors 
are a queer lot but they have de- 
served that privilege; what would 
a teacher be like without th06e pe- 
cularities behind his spectacles? 
Would we students feel at ease In 
■ classroom over which a faultless 
pedagogue held sway? No: so 
with all their singular traits, guil- 
ty as they may be of the charges 
placed against them, we hereby 
dismiss the defendants in the case 

NEEDED REVISION 

As do the majority of the uni- 
versities and colleges throughout 
the nation, the University of Ken- 



tucky boasts of having a mens' glee 
club It is extremely regretful to be 
compelled to state, however, that 
the University glee club is little 
known among the people of the 
commonwealth and even to stu- 
dents of the University IWelf 

The trouble lies mostly In the 
organization and supervision of the 
musical organization Itself There 
are no requirements necessary to 
become a member of the group So 
long as the candidate Is able to 
carry a tune and sing a scale, h 
Is allowed to enlist in the ranks of 
those who should be the key men 
In bringing about closer alumni 
associations and the establishment 
of goodwill and prominence of the 
University throughout the common- 
wealth and surrounding states 

With such an untalented person- 
nel. It takes the director double 
the usual amount of time to Instill 
even mediocre Interpretations of 
choral renditions the average glee 
club patron likes to hear What is 
to be done about It? 

First, a strict set of entrance 
rules must be made: no glee club 
in the country that Is prominent 
today does not operate minus rigid 
rules lor entrance Second, the Job 
as director should be given to some 
competent individual who is not ex- 
cessively burdened with the main- 
•enance of so large portion of the 
music department. Professor Lamp- 
ert has done the best to be expect- 
ed under the circumstances He has 
worked as hard with the glee club 
as his other duties would allow. 
Combine the fact that he is busy 
with other duties alonR with the 
fact that he is working with a lit- 
tle experienced group of young men 
regarding vocal, or even ' instru- 
mental training, and we readily see 
that we are expecting the impos- 
sible. 

With the somewhat meager back- 
ing given the Mens Glee club the 
University, and with little responsi- 
bility of its being increased in the 
near future, only part of the needed 
revision can be brought about im- 
mediately. Men petitioning for 
membership in the club should be 
required to have had at least two 
years of some musical training. 
Upon giving the audition, a com- 
mittee composed of the three rank- 
ing members of the music depart- 
ment, or of local vocal teachers 
should be called upon to decide the 
capabilities of the candidate to 
function in the glee club. 

The University of Kentucky is in 
dire need of means to spread good 
will and advertisement among the 
people qf the state. They have 
shown this interest in such man- 
euvers by the establishment of the 
Committee of 240. Why not con- 
scientiously and Intelligently re- 
vise the Men's Olee club? It is 
here that one will find the most 
powerful advertising medium and 
conveyance of good will If main- 
tained and supported in the prop- 
er manner. 

INDIA'S INDEPENDENCE 

Bringing to a close the most ex- 
haustive examination of proposed 
constitutional changes ever under- 
taken by the British Empire, the 
Joint parliamentary committee on 
Indian reforms advocated an all- 
Indian federation comprised of self- 
governing units in its report made 
public Wednesday. 

The report advocates but a few 
of the many reforms that the lead- 
ers of India maintain are essential 
for self-government. It is virtual 
self rule with safe guards." This l£. 
in other words, still reserving con- 
trol by the Viceroy over such vital 
questions as defense, and external 
relations. The Viceroy in turn Is 
directly responsible to the British 
Empire 

While the reforms that are ad- 
vocated in the report are the bare 
essentials ol the demands of the 
Indians, it appears that the best 
thing for the present Is to accept 
them India is unfitted econom- 
ically to battle England any lunger 
for complete self-government.
